On June 3, 1979 the Community Church 
at Fairfield Glade, TN, passed one 
milestone as it welcomed into membership 
its 100th and 101st members — Calvin and 
Gertrude Hobart. The Hobarts, who are 
from Elkins, W.V., moved to the Glade in 
April. 

A second mile-stone was celebrated on 
September 26, 1979, the fourth anniversary 
of Community Church’s first service of 
worship. Some 200 people were present at 
a pot-luck dinner to celebrate not only the 
church’s anniversary, but its growth to 125 
members with an average Sunday 
attendance of 84.

The initial 
goal is $50,000; when it is reached, the 
congregation will borrow the remainder 
and proceed with plans to build.

The Dorchester Improvement Associa- 
tion, originally established as Dorchester 
Academy, Midway, GA, held its Annual 
Meeting on November 9, 1979. 

Highlights of 1979 included reports that a 
Heritage Room is being established in the 
Dorchester Cooperataive Center to house 
historical documents, pictures and 
artifacts. Three murals are being painted 
and an historical marker will later be 
placed on the grounds. 

The Association’s main building houses 
Liberty County Day Care in which 55 
children are enrolled five days a week. A 
new organization called TOPS, ‘“‘Take Off 
Pounds Sensibly,”’ is now using the center. 
Two rooms on the second floor of the 
building have been made into an Assembly 
Room and a kitchenette is being built 
across the hall. A swimming pool and 
recreational facilities are provided for the 
citizens of Liberty County. 

The Midway United Church of Christ and 
the Dorchester Improvement Association 
work closely together in all of the 
programs at the Center. 

Present at the meeting were Dr. and 
Mrs. Wesley Hotchkiss of the AMA who 
shared their dreams for the future of the 
Center. Dr. and Mrs. W. J. Andes were 
recognized for their 14 years of service in 
the Southeast Conference and a gift of 
appreciation was given to them.

AROUND THE CONFERENCE 
Caddo Congregational Christian Church, UCC 


From the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Mississippi River, from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the mountains of Tennessee, the 
Southeast Conference covers a broad 
expanse of territory. Contained within her 
boundaries are some 120 churches — 
widely dispersed — widely diverse in 
heritage and religious expression — and 
yet united in the conviction that the 
churches of Jesus Christ “may all be one.” 

Representing the churches of the North 
Alabama Association is Caddo Congrega- 
tional Christian Church, UCC located in a 
rural farming area which is only a short 
distance from Decatur, AL. 

Organized in 1903 with some 21 
members, the church’s congregation has 
grown to some 125 active members at 
present. In addition to a men’s group anda 
most active Women’s Fellowship, the 
congregation also supports a variety of 
youth programs. In addition to singing at 
nursing homes and to shut-ins, the youth 
are fully in charge of morning worship 
every 5th Sunday as well as enjoying a 
quarterly program with the youth from 
two neighboring churches. For younger 
children the church has a vacation Bible 
school in which 75 were in attendance last 
year. 

The church’s present building is 20 years 
old. Successive additions have been made 
through the years the latest of which is a 
ramp to aid the handicapped and elderly. 

Offering worship, children’s church, 
Bible study and community aid, the 
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church is particularly proud of meeting 
the OCWM goals set by the Conference. 
The church is now raising that goal each 
year by 10%. 

The church has been served by 18 
pastors, the most recent of which — Ernest 
Shelton — retired in September of 1979 
after 26 years as pastor. Roger Loosier is 
the church’s present pastor.
